Mr. and Mrs, N. E. Taylor are 


greatly concerned regarding the 
whereabouts of their son, Hugh F. 
Taylor, who several months ago 


went to Healdsburg, California, to 
work. Mr. Taylor was employed 
there in charge of a gang of Mexi- 
cans and for a time Mrs. Taylor 
heard from their son regularly. 
About three weeks ago Mrs. Taylor 
read in a Los Angeles paper an ac- 
count of the murder of a young man 
aged 24 years at Healdsburg who 
could not be identified. Worried over 
not hearing from her son, Mrs, Tay- 
lor wrote to officials of Healdsburg, 
but received no reply. A special de- 
livery letter to her son there was re- 
turned and the other morning Mra. 
Taylor sppealed to the News to as- 
sist her in Boas her son. 
Immediately the News proceeded 
and the following telegram was sent 
to the Healdsburg Enterprise: ‘“Lo- 
cate Hugh F. Taylor. Has the man 


identified. Wire reply immediately.” 

Within five hours the News had 
the following reply from the Healds- 
burg newspaper: “Body identified as 
Ellmaker, Humboldt county. Will try 
to locate Taylor.

Scientists Believe That Race Erected | 


the Immense Monoliths Found in 
Various Places. 

Giant monoliths standing strangely 
alone in many places on the globe 
| when discovered by intrepid explor- 

ers and adventurers during the recent 
centuries, are being referred to as the 
greatest mysteries of human history 
by archeologists, who are now trying 
to determine what race built them. 
They are scattered in far-off places. 
| They are monstrous pieces of ,rude 
sculpture. They are built of terrifying 
stone blocks, some weighing as much 
as 250 tons, 

In many districts where the great 
memorials stand there are no stones 
of such size to be found, and conse- 
quently they must have been trans- 
ported from places far away. The 
most famous of them are the crom- 
lechs in England. Others are found 
in western France, northern Germany, 
in Denmark, Africa, Madagascar, 
Asia, from Mt. Sinai ‘and the Caucasus 
to India; and among the most won- 
derful and mysterious of all are those 
found on lonely Easter island in the 
Pacific ocean. M. Levistre, a French 
archeologist, believes they were erect- 
ed by the Phoenicians, as most of them 
have been found near rivers. Some 
students are inclined to believe the 
Phoenicians reached America by the 
lost Atlantis, a legendary continent 
that now is sunken somewhere in the 
Atlantic. A footprint, the Phoenician 
mark of death, has been found carved 
in many, while a coiled snake, another 
mark of these navigators also is 
found. 








“GHEE” MUCH USED IN EAST 


Concentrated Form of Butter Fat Em- 
ployed in Preparation of Al- 
most All Dishes. 

Ghee is briefly described as clart- 
fied butter. Cow’s or buffalo’s milk is 
submitted to a process of churning 
and bolling which yields a concentrat- 
ed form of butter fat considered to be 
entirely free from curd, whey or wa- 
ter. This product keeps better shan 
ordinary butter, but has a taste not 
usually appreciated by Europeans, Al- 
though commonly associated with the 
diet of the British Indian, ghee is used 
as well throughout the Red sea dis- 
trict by the Arabs, Somalis, British 
Indians, and other native elements of 
the population. In a minor way ghee 
Is used medicinally and ceremonially ; 
but its principal use is in the prepara- 
tion of food, and no native meal in 
this part of the world is truly relished 
unless ghee is generously used in some 
form or other. It is worked into the 
dough for native bread, and the bread 
is fried in ghee; or if ordinary bread 
is used the pieces broken off to be 
eaten are first dipped into a cup or 
vessel of hot ghee. It is used in the 
preparation of all meat dishes, and of 
many vegetable dishes. Some natives, 
particularly the Arabs, boil it. with 

milk and drink the mixture. 








Bretf Harte gapped Him. 

The man who knew Bret Harte was 
discovered in the lobby the other morn- 
ing. 

“] was a devil in the shop where the 
Overland Monthly was printed,” he 
began, after being identified as James 
H. Barry, editor of the Star, San Fran- 
cisco’s only Democratic paper. “Bret 
Harte was employed in the mint. He 
sent over the manuscript of ‘The Luck 
of Roaring Camp,’ and they finally de 
cided to print it despite the objection 
of a sensitive lady proofreader. Some 
how the proofs had to be pulled in a 
hurry, and the only ink available at 
the moment was blue. I carried the 
blue proofs oyer to Harte. He said: 
‘What the hell is this blue ink for? 
I can’t read it. Haven’t they got any 
black?’ 

“Il was too scared to make any ex- 
planation and I got the usual repri- 
mand administered to printers’ devils 
in those days. Harte reached over 
and slapped my face. I always hated 
him after that.".—Sun and New York 
Herald. i 





Find a 12-Pound Nugget. 

A nugget of almost pure gold, weigh- 
ing 12 pounds, was recently discov- 
ered near the Charters Tower mine in 
Queensland, Australia. For years the 
Towers of Queensland, which up to 
the seventies was a desolate tract, too 
poor and seedy for sheep, has boasted 
a premier position among Australian 
gold fields. Levels are worked at a 
depth of nearly half a_ mile. This 
particular find is worth $4,000. A 12- 
pound nugget is no record; but in 
most nuggets all is not gold that glit- 
ters; a 12-pounder of “almost pure 
gold” is rare. The world’s record nug- 
get came from Ballarat in 1858—2,217 
ounces, worth $5,000. 


Rail-Creep on Railroad Bridges. 

The chief engineer of the Madras 
railway has something to say regard- 
ing rail-creep on railway bridges in 
India, in a recent issue of Indian En- 
gineering, In the case of the God- 
averi bridge, where the creep amount- 
ed to as much as three to four feet a 
year, a special cast-iron sleeper was 
designed to suit the 75-pound flat-foot- 
ed rail, with a jaw large enough to 
receive a lock-fast steel key. This re- 
duced the creep to insignificance, agd 
generally the author is confirmed in 
the conclusion reached by him in 1887 
that “creep” can only be remedied by 


effective anchorage.—Scientific Amer- 
iean, 





Human Fly Says It’s Safe. 

Pelley, the human fly, who elimbed 
the 87 stories of the Woolworth build- 
ing in New York, says climbing tall 
buildings is just a trick of balance. It 
took him nine years to acquire it, but 
now that he has it he believes his way 
of making a living is as safe as any 
other.

Man, primitive man, the fight- 
er, was more endowed with courage.” 

These quotations from a report by 
Dr. Samuel Wyilis Bandier of New 
York to the Journal of the American 
Medical association preface a discus- 
sion of the differences in the ductless, 
or endocrine, glands in man and wom- 
an.

| | Since 1665 Ypres Has Been Celebrated

It was in 1665 that the manufacture 
of lace, now known as Valenciennes, 
was begun at Ypres, and with other 
cities and towns and hamlets in Flan- 
ders the clack of the bobbins and the 
chatter of the lacemakers may once 
more be heard. Many a little village 
is re-establishing its industry and is 
finding as ready a market as it aid 
before the war. Flemish laces have 
always been favorites in England from 
the time when Henry VIII in 1546 
made a present of “kerchiefs fringed 
with Flemish work” to “his verrie 
deare wife,” Catherine Parr: Lace 
making was part of the education of 
women in the Low Countries in the 
latter part of the fifteenth century, 


and Charles V ordered it to be taught | 


in the schools, but in 1660 it was not 
only a flourishing industry in Belgium 
but, with the approval of Louis XIV, 
a Manufacture Royal de Dentelles was 
founded, and lacemakers from Flan- 
ders were brought to France, as Flem- 
ish lace was even more sought after 
than Italian lace. It was at this time 
that some of the most famous “points” 
first appeared and were developed. 
The “point de Bruxelles,” which 1s 
made with the needle, and “Binche” 
lace, the queen of ali pillow lace, as 
well as “point d’Angleterre,” in which 
pillow and needlework are mingled, all 
enhanced the reputation of the Flem- 
ish designers. 


RABBIT PELTS IN” DEMAND 


Country Boys Have Opportunity to 
Make Some Money During the 
Coming Winter Months. 

In recent years several kinds of 
fur, formerly of so little value as to 
offer no inducement to the trapper, 
have increased in price, and conse- 
quently collecting them has been made 

profitable. ’ 

Rabbit pelts, which are extensively 
used by hat makers, are among these 
products, Formerly rabbit skins were 
of virtually no value; country boys 
who eagerly sought the lair of the 
skunk and the raccoon and who were 
even able to sell squirrel skins, 
thought so little of the rabbit and 
made so little effort to dispose of 
tue sking that they were seldom used 
except to form a pad on which they 
“knuckled down” in the marble game. 

Now, however, rabbit skins are 
worth something, and the country boy 
who will devote this winter to saving 
and marketing the skins of the rabbits 
he kills should make a comfortable 
sum of money. 

One big eastern firm has announced 
that it will need 10,000,000 rabbit skins. 
The skins are usually sold by the 
pound, which will contain seven or 
eight skins.

in Disrepute. 





Freakish and absurb names given | 
to communities, villages and counties 
by some waggish wit in the primitive 
times, have a way $f persisting, cling- | 
ing to the community, so that it is | 
most difficult to get rid of them when | 
a new people have succeeded to resi- | 
dence there. Some of these absurd | 
names are so ridiculous they harm the | 
community, tending at all times to put 
it in disrepute, make it a jest and | 
byword. 


All over the country are to be found | 
places where the old-time wit deft his 
contribution of harmful levity, against 
which the community struggles. In 
the northern part of Missouri was a 
little community that was given, in 
the days before the war, the rather 
startling name of Burnshirt. The 
name grew out of an incident that 
took place when some big-game hunt- 
ers were encamped at the settlement.

Bermuda. While not strictly one of 
the West Indies, yet its fauna and 
flora, its products and its formation, 
are so similar to many of the Antilles 
that we may well consider it as a 
West Indian island gone astray, and 
set down—or rather pushed up—a 
thousand miles and more from its fel- 
lows. 

If the ship arrives at Bermuda by 
daylight there is ample opportunity 
for the visitor to view the island as 
the vessel steams slowly along the 
northern shores and threads her way 
through the tortuous channel between 
sharp-fanged reefs toward Hamilton. 

Perhaps nowhere else in all the 
world is there such gloriously tinted 
water. Indigo where deep, azure and 
sapphire nearer shore, opalescent tur- 
quoise in the shallows, and marbled 
with royal purple and amethyst where 
reefs and corals dot the white-sand of 
its bed, the sea that laps Bermuda’s 
shores is an ever-changing, ever-fasci- 
nating marvel; a thing of wondrous 
beauty tmpossible to describe in words 
or to reproduce in pigments.—A. Hyatt 
Verrill in “The Book of the West 
Indies.” 


Real Sea Serpents. 


The Indian ecean and the waters 
of the tropical Pacific are inhabited 
by a igreat nutnber of wholly aquatic. 
veritable sea serpents that possess 
deadly fangs, and sometimes swim in 
schools of countless thousands. These 
snakes have a paddle-like tail to as- 
sist them in swimming. An offshoot 
of this species is the sub-family con- 
taining the formidable cobras and their 
allies, according to Raymond Ditmars, 
curator of reptiles at the New York 
z00, who are treacherously deceptive 
in appearance. Al) of the very large 
serpents are members of a single fam- 
ily—the Boldea. None is poisonous, 
and the members of this family kill 
their prey by constriction. 








Ants Guard Trees. 

The Cecropias are remarkable trees, 
very widely distributed throughout the 
tropics. ‘Their slender trunks are 
crowned with four leaves at the ends 
of the branches. A few active ants 
run continually along the branches 
and leaves, but if the tree is shaken 
slightly an army of ants rush out by 
small apertures, ready for a savage as- 
sault on the intruder. This is the 
most terrible guardian that the tree 
has retained to protect it from its 
most formidable enemy the “leaf 
eutter” ant. The defenaers rarely 
leave their retreat, where they live on 
small whitish egg-shaped bodies about 
one-twelfth of an inch long, known as 
Mueller’s corpuscles, 





Getting Rid of a Knot. 

It is often a difficult business to 
get rid of knots, especially if these are 
of long standing. By following the 
plan indicated it is a simple matter 
to free the hardest knots, whether 
these be in straps, harness, rope, cord 
or anything of a similar nature. Asa 
first step place the knot on some hard 
surface and give it a gapd hammer- 
ing on all sides with a mallet or a 
thick piece of wood. Now boil up a 
little water with soqp in it sufficient 
to make rather a cloudy solution. 
Then soak the knot for two or three 
minutes in the Hquid. At the end of 
this time it will be found that It ean 
be quite easily untied, often eneugh 
with the fingers. Phe loosening cin 
be done with some sharp implement.

Star Witness Disappears 
on Eve of Testifying 


Just as the reading public were 
anxiously awaiting the announcement 
that Mrs. R. C. Peete, star witness in 
the Los Angeles Denton murder case, 
had appeared before the Los Angeles 
county grand jury, it was announced 
that Mrs. Peete was among the miss- 
ing and had left her hotel in the 
early hours of yesterday and the dis- 
trict attorney’s office did not know 
where she was located. 

Last night District Attorney Wool- 
wine made the following announce- 
ment: 

“After reviewing developments in 
the Denton murder matter on Satur- 
day morning, last, I placed an addi- 
tional guard at La Crescenta Hotel, 
making three in all. I gave instruc- 
tions that at all times while the 
grand jury inquiry was pending one 
of such guards should remain awake 
and that Mrs. Peete should never be 
allowed out of their sight. This is 
the same course I have found it nec- 
essary to take in other cases of im- 
portance pending determination of 
the guilt or innocence of persons in- 
volved. 

“I regret to say that my instruc- 
tions were not followed and that 
Mrs. Peete left the hotel in the early 
hours of Monday and, although dili- 
gent search has been made by va- 
rious_operatives of my office, as well 
as certain officers of the police de- 
department, we have been unable to 
ascertain her whereabouts. Inas- 
much as she was informed by one 
of the deputies of my office that she 
would not be wanted as a witness be- 
fore the grand jury before Tuesday, 
there may not be any intention on 
her part to evade testifying before 
that body or to flee any legal pro- 
cess, I would, however, earnestly 
request that any information as to 
her whereabouts be communicated 
forthwith to the district attorney’s of- 
fice or to the police department. 
(Signed) “Thomas Lee Woolwine.” 


LUDLOW FAILS TO GET WATER— 
WELL PRODUCES SALT LIQUID 


A well sunk to a depth of hundreds 
of feet by the Santa Fe in the effort 
to obtain a fresh water supply for 
Ludlow proved to be a failure, it was 
learned in San Bernardino on Satur- 
day. A chemical test of the water 
showed it to contain too much salt 


for drinking purposes or to be used in| 


locomotives. 

The well was sunk about 10 miles 
east of Ludlow. The Santa Fe plan- 
ned, if the well produced fresh water, 
to build a pipe line to the desert city, 
which now gets its entire water sup- 
ply from Newberry, a distance of 25 
miles. The Santa Fe and the Tide- 
water and Tonopah lines both op- 
erate a water train to the desert city 
daily. 

For several years efforts have been 
made to secure a water supply for 
Ludlow, but in almost every well 
sunk, salt water is found in abun- 
dance, but none which is _ usable 
even for irrigation or locomotives. 
The well will be capped. 

It is possible, officers said, that an 
other well may be drilled near Lud- 
low.

By what right does Japan object to 
California extending to her own citi- 
zens and lands the same protection 
given by Japan to the Japanese and 
their lands? 

Our present treaty 
and navigation with 
ately omits, from the privileges 
granted Japanese in this country, 
either ownership or lease of agricul- 
tural lands. Japan has &aiways pro- 
hibited ownership, or lease, or use of 
agricultural lands in Japan by Ami- 
ericans, or other foreigners, 

Orientals, and more particularly 
Japanese, having commenced to se- 
cure control of agricultural lands in 
California, there was enacted in 1918, 
the Alien Land Law, which prohib- 
three years—of agricultural lands by 
ited ownership — or lease beyond 
aliens ineligible to citizenship. 

In defiance of that law, through 
various subterfuges, including ‘use of 

dummy corporations and minor na- 
tive born children, Orientals, largely 
Japanese, are fast securing control 
of the richest irrigated lands in the 
state, through lease or ownership, the 
proportion already controlled in some 
counties being 50 per cent to 75 per 
cent. 

The initiative measure simply 
closes the loopholes in the 1913 law 
which permit violation and evasion 
thereof. In addition, it forbids even 
short leases. 

Long lease of these lands by Japa- 
nese is as injurious in effect as own-

and because once the land is occu- 
pied by Japanese, the whites move 
away, and cease to be prospective 
lessees. 

Control of these rich lands means 
in time control of the products, and 
control of the markets. Control of 
the products of the soil by a unified 
interest such as the Japanese will 
lead to economic control of the coun- 
try. That will be followed in time by 
political control through force of 
numbers induced by ‘the heavy birth 
rate. That condition is now at hand 
in Hawaii. 

Rather than invite such disaster, 
better let some land lie idle, and a 
few large landholders make less prof- 
it, and even see production decrease 
somewhat, as opponents claim will 
result if this measure carries. How- 
ever, it is not proven that curtail- 
ment of production will result. At 
present the small farmer who needs 
labor can get none from the Japa- 
nese, because they demand leases and 
cooperative management.

This discrimination applies also to 
the leasing ,of land denied to Japa- 
nese and permitted to other aliens. 
It also applies to the feature of the 
initiative which subjects Japanese 
minors who own land to the guardian- 
ship of the public administrator, but 
exempts other alien minors who own 
land from such guardianship. 

These proposed discriminations 
against classes of aliens were adopt- 





ed by the people of another state by 
the initiative and were voided by the 
United States Supreme Court as un- 
constitutional. That court held that 
“equal protection of the laws is ap- 
plicable to all persons, without re- 
gard to any differences of race, col- 
or or nationality,” and that discrim- 
ination under the pretense of “pro- 
moting the health, safety, morals and 
welfare,” is unconstitutional, and de- 
nies “the very essence of personal 
freedom and opportunity it was the 
purpose of the fourteenth amendment 
to secure.” And “if such freedom 
could be refused upon the ground of 
race or nationality, the prohibition of 
the denial to any person of the equal 
protection of the laws would be a bar- 
ren form of words.” 

In the foregoing I have stripped 
the initiative of its cryptic and in- 
volved language and_ technicalities,

EQUIPPED TO RULE ,OCEAN 


Monster That Lived 100,000 Years 
Ago Must Have Been a Terror 
to Other Fishes. 





In the National museum at Wasb- 
ington is exhibited the skeleton of a 
zeuglodon—a monster which in life 
was seventy feet long and which must 
have been ruler of the seas during a 
bygone epoch. There is good reason 
to believe that this alarming creature 
dates back fewer than 100,000 years, 
Says a bulletin. 

With an enormously long tail and 
powerful swimming paddles, the zeu- 
glodon must have been able to swim 
at the speed of an express train, and 
its great alligatorlike head was armed 
with huge carnivorous teeth. 

Tt was manifestly a ferocious and 
predatory brute and presumably fed 
on fishes and porpoise. The head was 
four feet long and In the front part 
of each jaw were eight teeth for seiz- 
ing and tearing, which were supple- 
mented by a series of saw edged cut- 
ting teeth at the back. 

The zeuglodons were mammals, re 
lated to modern whales. They must 
in their time have been very numerous, 
judging from the quantities of their 
bones dug up in Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, where in places there are so 
Many as to interfere with plowing.

Apparently the creatures, which 
are denizens of warm seas, died and 
were washed up into shallow waters 
that afterward became dry land. 
Drifting covered their bones, 
preserving the latter to some extent. 
Their teeth (loose in the jaws like 
those of alligators) are found scat- 
tered about in the neighborhood of the 
bones.
